THREE MEN ARE LILLED 
WHILE THE FIRE RAGED 


Flames Still Raging at Early Hour 
This Morning, but Confined 
to the Three Buildings. 
Firemen Hindered by 
Zero Weather. 


Minneapolis, Minn., December 14.—), 
Three men killed, two firemen and one| 
citizen, the latter by a live wire, and. 
from six to eight million dollars worth ot| 
property destroyed is the result of a 
conflagration, the worst in the history | 
of Minneapolis,which began at 10 o’cloch! 
tonight and at 2 o'clock a. m, is stiH ' 
burning but partly under control, as the 
firmen seem to have the flames confined 
to three burning buildings, two of which, 
are gutted, and the third, the Powers 
Department Store, tne largest in the city, | 
destroyed by water and-fire to the ex-! 
tent of one of two million dollars. | 

Because of the dense smoke it was im- 
possible to get access to the burning, 
buildings, the heat being so intense, de-| 
spite the zero weather prevailing. | 

The fire started in tae photograph sup- 
ply house of O. H. Peck & Co., on Fifth 
street and First avenue, south, and in 
less than one-half hour this building was 
@ mass of wreckage. Next to the Peck 
building is the furniture supply house of 
Boutelle Bros., the largest house of its 
kind in tne northwest. This building 
soon caught fire and is now burning. the 
sparks from it being carried blocks by | 
the north wind which is biowing. wef 

With the strong wind blowing, aided py | 
zero weather, the firemen are experlenc- | 
ing considerable difficulty in their work, | 
which has not as yet been effective. as 
the fire Is burning itself out in oie or two 
of tne buildings, and thelr work is en- | 
tirely directed to the buildings in close 
proximity in attempt to save them. 

The firemen of tais city and St. Paul 
are paying no attention to the burning 
buildings, but are giving all their efforts 
toward saving property within the block 
by throwing water on the adjoning prop- 
erty. 

Boutelle Bros.’ and Peck’s stores are to- 
tal wrecks and are still burning fiercely, 
and though-the Powers mercantile store 
has been saved from the flames, it has 
been damaged to the extent of a million 
or more by water. 

Every electric light in the city has been 
burned out and though tae fire is partly 
under control, the dense smoke greatly 
hampers the firemen in their work. One 
man was killed by the burning of a live 
wire, which dropped down in the streei. 

The wind has died down somewhat and } 
it is likely taoat the flames can be con- 
fined to the gutted buildings which are

The former was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life with hard 
labor, and the latter to twenty years’

@wayne had done well, he ought to be 
vindicated and sent out with the com- 
mendation, ‘well done, good and faithful 
servant. If Judge Swayne had done ill, 
he ought to be sent to trial, ‘‘where his 
excuses and apologies may or may mot 
receive consideration.” 

If the house was of opinion that Judge 
Swayne’s conduct had been commendable, 
“let him go scott free,” but he added, 
@mid impressive silence, “in my judg- 
ment it will be a sorry day for the Tre- 
public when such behavior is commended 
by the representatives of the people.” 

The courts, be declared, are the refuge 
of the weak, defensiess and oppressed, 
@nd upon their integrity and purity de- 
pends the preservation of life, liberty and 
property. 

The fact that there had been no im- 
peachment of a judge for more than 
Seventy years was sufficient evidence of 
the efficiency integrity and honor of the 
courts. Mr. Palmer closed by saying: 

“That they may be kept pure and free 
from all reproach is my prayer and my 
hope, and for that reason I shall vote to 
impeach the Hon. Charlies Swayne.”’ 

Without distinction as to party Mr. 
Palmer was loudly applauded as he took 
his seat, 

Clayton Arraigns Swayne. 

Mr. Clayton, of Alaoama, a member of 
the judiciary committee, following, de- 
voting much time to a discussion of what 
constituted high crimes and misdemean- 
ors. “This man is unworthy of his high 
office,” he said, taking up the merits of 
the case. He was sure that the house, if 
it was satisfied from the testimony that 
Judge Swayne was an unjust and un- 
worthy man would not hesitate to see 
that the forma! charges are made against 
him “and he be arraigned at the bar of 
the senate and there tried.’’ 

Mr. Claytwn was particularly severe in 
his arraignment of what he characterized 
es Judge Swayne’s excuses and exculpa- 
tory testimony regarding his failure to 
acquire a residence in Pensacola. — 

“Ah!” he said, striking his desk, ‘‘when 
he studies the cuse and the report says 
that he did not swear far enough and 
now he tiptoes on this question of resi- 
dence.” 

Judge Swayne’s amended testimony, he 
@eclared, amounted to but little, because 
when the judge took steps to acquire a 
residence in his district, ‘‘he had wind of 
these impeachment proceedings.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Clayton said that the 
impeachable offense of Judge Swayne in 
violating the statute as to residence had 
been committed and could not be cured 
by the judge’s subsequent acts. 

The question of Judge Swayne’s resi- 
Gence also was discussed by Mr. Gillett, 
of California, who insisted that Judge 
Swayne had distinctly shown an intent 
to make Pensacv.a his home. All the ef- 
fort and industry of the parties making 
the charges against Judge Swayne, he 
eaid, had not produced a single witness 
who said Judge Swayne resided or had 
a home in Delaware. 

“To his mind,” Mr. Gillett continued, 
“it made no’ difference if Judge Swayne 
Was not in Pensacola over twenty days 
@ year, because he might have been some- 
where else, ‘‘doing ‘business for his coun- 
try.” The record, he declared, showed 
that Judge Swayne went to Florida, Ala- 
bama and Texas to hold court. 

Gillett Defends Swayne. 

“There was no evidence,” he maintgin- 
ef, “that anybody suffered injury by rea- 
@on of the fact that Judge Swayne was 
mot in Florida. The judicial acts 
of Judge Swayne were next’ taken 
up by Mr. Gillett, who justified 
them on the ground that Judge Swayne 
mot only had the legal right to act as 
he did in the several] cases complained 
of, but also had jurisdiction go to do. 

While he admitted in a reply to a 
question by Mr. Pa)Jmer that the traveling

Judge Swayne, he sald, should be im- 
peached for “misbehavior, corruption 
and tyrahny as a judge," and he urged 
the house to send the charges to the 
senate, 

Mr, Littlefield, of Maine, upon all the 
specifications except the one of the ex- 
pense account, defended Judge Swayne. 
He would not, he said, vote for any 
specification he felt the senate would not 
sustain, 

“If you believed,’ interrupted Mr. 
Henry, of Texas, “Judge Swayne acted 
fraudulently in making these accounts, 
don’t you think these other specifica- 
tions would throw light on his intent?” 

“No,” replled Mr. Littlefield; ‘‘I don’t 
think this house in an impeachment pro- 
ceeding will undertake to present to the 
senate and stand before the people on the 
proposition that it is necessary to rely 
“pon the atmosphere created by unsus- 
tained charges to sustain a charge that 
is vague in its character."’ He was driv- 
en, however, he said, to the conclusion 
that the evidence disclosed in the qse 
of the expense account could not be ig- 
nored. 

Lamar Denounces Swayne. 

Mr, Lamar, of Florida, who filed the 
original charges against Judge Swayne, 
closed the discussion by denouncing the 
judge as tyrannical and corrupt. He 
congratulated the people of Florida and 
of the whole country that there was at 
‘least one specification upon which all 
were unanimous, and that was that 
Judge Swayne ‘“‘had knocked the federal 
government out of money that ought to 
be in the federa] treasury.’’ 

Mr. Palmer moved the previous ques- 
tion on the resolution; with an amend- 
ment providing. for Judge. Swayne’s itn- 
peachment for “high crimes and misde- 
meanors,” The original resolution speci- 
fied only “high misaemeanor.’’ ‘The pre- 
vious question was ordeied /I98 to ol. 
The resolution then was agreed to with- 
out division, 

lmmediately after the adoption of the 
impeachment resolution, Mr. Palmer otf- 
fered the following, which was guopted: 

“*Kesolved, that a committee of five go 
to the senate and at the bar, in the 
name of the house of representatives, 
and of all the peopie of the United 
States, to impeach Charlies Swayne, 
judge of the district of the Unked 
States for the northern district of 
Florida, of high crimes and misdemean- 
ors in office, and to acquaint ine senate 
that the house of representatives wiil, 
in due time, present articles of jmpeach- 
ment against him and make good the 
same, and tnat the committee do demand 
that the senate take order for the ap- 
pearance of the said Charles Swayne to 
answer said impeachment.”’ 

Another resolution was adopted, pro- 
viding that a committee of seven be 
appointed to prepare and report articles 
of impeachment against Judge Swayne. 
This resolution Mr, Littlefieid unsuccess- 
fully sought to amend by Substituting 
the words “committee on the judiciary’’ 
for the word ‘‘seven.”’ 

The speaker thereupon appointed as 
the committee to carry the impeachment 
into the senate Messrs, Palmer, of Penn- 
sylvania; Jenkins, of Wisconsin; Gillett, 
of California; Clayton, of Alabama, and 
Smith, of Kentucky.

RAVAGES OF BOLL WEEVIL 
HAVE DISTURBED WORLD 


Experts Tell What the Pest 
Has Done to-the Texas 
Colton Growers 


STUPENDOUS QUESTION 
ALL DELEGATES ADMIT 


Government Experts Tell of the Fu- 
tile Efforts Made To Stop the 
Spread of the Weevil—No 
Plan Yet Adopted by 
the Convention. 


Shreveport, La., December !3.—Today’s 
sessions of t&é6é National Cotton conven- 
tion were largely taken up with speeches 
by prominent delegates and discussions 
of the boll weevil problem. Probably the 
most important addresses were those of 
Dr. W. D. Hunter, of the bureau of en- 
tomology, department of agriculture, and 
Professor J. H. Connell, editor of The 
Farm and Raich, of Dallas, Tex. 

Dr. Hunter was listened to with 
marked atténtion and after he has fin- 
ished many dclegates asked him ques- 
ticns regarding the work of the govern- 
ment in its efforts to exterminate or 
‘control the cotton boll weevil in Texas. 
Dr. H@nter with a large force of as- 
sistants, has been stationed at Victoria, 
Tex., for several years and he is prob- 


ably more famifMar with the history and! 


workings of the boll weevil than any 


other public authority. 
Governor Vardaman Present. 

At the afternoon session Governor Var- 
daman, of Mississippi, appeared on the 
stage. Fe was greeted with applause, 
and addressed the delegates briefly. He 
said he @id not come here to make a 
speech, but, realizing that the boll wee- 
vil was a serious menace to the suurnern 
farmers, he lent his presence to join in 
any conceftea movement to exterminate 
the insect. 

He had no doubt but that the federa! 
gevernment would lend its financial as- 
eistance to any proper methog to check 
the ravages of the weevil—not as a gilt 
but as a matter of right; for, he said, 
the southern states . contributed their 
just share of taxation for the adminls- 
tration of the national goverment. 

The first session was called to order 
by permanent Chairman Peters promptly 
at tO o’clock. He introduced Dr. L. O. 
Howard, chief of the bureau of ento- 
mology. Dr. Howard said he was here 
as the personal representative of Sec- 
retary Wilson and he spoke of the in- 
terest the Bectrétary is taking in the fight 
on the boll weevil. 

Dr. Howard briefly reviewed the his- 
tory of the insect in the Texas and 
Louisiana fields, and said that Dr. W. 
D. Hunter, who has hag 60 much val- 
wable practical experience in combating 
the sprea@® of ‘the pest, would explain 
the work of the government more fully.

every quarter of the globe wB8ere Amer!-| 
can cotton is used in the factories, It} 
has caused every person in the world, 
who uses cotton in any form to pay more 
for it than formerly. The pest was first 
known to occur in Texas in the vicinity 
of Brownsville about 1892. Since that 
date it has advanced annually 40 or 50 
miles, and there seems no probability 
that it will not eventually reach all 
parts of the south where cotton is pro- 
duced, if it does not indeed reach other 
cotton producing countries. At present 
the infested territory covers practicaliy 
all of the cotton producing counties in 
Texas and the farger portion of six 
parishes in Louisiana. Numerous reports 
regarding the occurrence of the pest out- 
side of the states that have been men- 
tioned have been investigated and found 
to be erroneous. 

Careful investigations of the life his- 
tory of the pest reveal few factors that 
seem to indicate that it will die out, 
as has been the case with some of the 
injurious insects, although it is not be- 
yond the range of possibilities that some 


such an occurrence may eventually take 
place. The only stiggestion that has 
been

hibited. On account of the many dif- 
lculties In the way of such a procedure 
and on account of the reasonable degree 
of success that has attended efforts to- 
ward controlling the pest in Texas, it 
seemed doubtful if such means would be 
justified. 

The effects of the ravages of the 
boll weevil in Texas may be summa- 
rized as follows: 

1. It has during the past five 
years caused a loss of at least $80,- 


000,000. 
2. It has increased decidedly the 
area required to produce a bale of

3. It has practically destroyed the 


credit of the small farmer, who has 
been in the habit of depending upon 
cotton, although farmers who have 
diversified their crops are still able 
to obtain mecessary credit. 

4. It has had,.the effect of driv- 
ing large numbers of negroes from 
the cotton lands of the state. WNe- 
groes lend themselves poorly to the’ 
modifications of the ravages of the 
pést. Intensive cultivation, ‘to 
which negroes can be brought only’ 
with great difficulty, is one of the 
great essentials in producing a crop. 

5. It has forced a diversification 
of crops, and in this way is consid- 
ered by many parties as a benefi- 
cent influence. While this may be 
the ultimate result of the work of 
the boll weevil, the depression that 


comes from the changes necessary | 


before a complete system of diversi- 
fication may be followed, is appa- 
rent to all parties who have inves- 
tigated the matter in Texas. 


It will be noted that cotton production 
in Texas has decreased annually (with 
the exception of one year, 1900) since 
the invasion of the pest, although the 
reduction has not, on the whole, been 
very decided. This absence of a great 
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falling off in production is due to two 


principal factors, (1) that there has been |

prices the merchants of Macon are wWill- 
ing to testify. 

The Dbusinesge of those merchants of 
this city who handle the trade of the 
farmers has considerably decreased since 
the big slump in the market price of cot- 
ton came over a week ago, and (tlie 
cause of this is laid to the “stand pat’’ 
policy of the farmera who prefer to buy 
less and hold their cotton for more. 

Many merchants of Macon had already 
purchased large supplies of Christmas 
goods before the decline in the price of 
cotton began, but now business has 
fallen off, the farmers are buying less 
and thinking more, and certain mer- 
chants of this city will be stuck on their 
holiday stock. 

The present plan of the average farm- 
er around here seems to be that ig he 
can span over the present price of cot- 
tou, if he ig able to hold his own by 
buying fewer Christmas goods, less mer- 
chandise of all sorts, he will be able to 
sel] at the same price the gamblers in 
futures get. If the decrease in the busi- 
ness done by these merchants of 
Macon who handle the farmers’ trade 
means anything, the farmers in this sec- 
tion are under way with thig plan. By 
buying less they will not have to take 
71-2 cents as the market price of 
cotton, 

Since Saturday, December §$, the busi- 
ness of one Macon merchant has de- 
creased 25 per cent; others feel the de- 
crease more heavily.

Bankers Are Thanked for the Aid 
They Have Promised and the 
Planters Are Urged To Sell 
No Cotton for Less 
Than 10 Cents. 


Shreveport, La., December !3.—At a 
meeting tonight of the Southern Cotton 
Growers Protective Association, presided 
over by President Harvie Jordan, of 
Georgia, the following resolution was 
unanimously adopted: 

“The Southern Cotton Growers Pro- 
tective Association recognizes that the 
south faces a monetary crisis, due to the 
recent depression. in the price of her 
great money staple crop, cotton.” 

The resolution speaks of the bearish 
speculative influences and continues: 

‘We know that the present prices of 
manufactured cotton goods and the 
splendid trade conditions throughout the 
civilized world, that the mills can ab- 
sors i™e entire output of the present 
crop at ten cents per pound, paid to the 
producers, 


Demand 10 Cents. 

‘We, therefore, earnestly call upon 
the holders of spot cotton in the south 
to stand firmly together and demand a 
minimum price of ten cents per pound 
for the remainder of the cotton crop n 
their profession. eW earnestly invoke the 
aid of the bankers, merchants and other 
aTmed interests throughout the south in 
successfully resisting the present crisis, 
which confronts southern agriculture and 
commercial industries, and- we wish to 
emphasize our high appreciation of the 
voluntary prcposition of southern bankers 
to finance the present situation. 

‘We urge the farmers of the south to 
orgenize as speedily as possible, in order 
that they may have a uniform system 
of cooperation and protection.

Shreveport, La., Decemer_ 13.—(Spe- 
cial,)—This day’s session of the conven- 
tion was devoted to papers and addresses, 
each of which, regardless of its subject, 
discussed the boll weevil at more of jess 
length. 

The result in every case wag the reci- 
tation of the weevil’s ravages in the past 
and destruction he threatens in the ¢u- 
ture. No remedy ‘has thus far been sug- 
gested, scientists and laymen alike are 
so perplexed by the pest that they are 
resourceless. 

Yesterday there was manifested a dis- 
position to laugh at the peril. Today’s 
papers and speeches roused the conven- 
tion as a whole to so keen an apprecia- 
tion of the great evil. that it is now 
being considered in all seriousness. 

Governor Vardaman, of Mississippi, 
came today to manifest his interest in 
the work of the convention. He said ‘he 
knew nothing of the boll weevil except 
what he had heard through the news- 
papers. He believed they were telling 
the truth about the pestiferous insect. 
This sally excited more than one round 
of applause. 

One of the best talks given to the 
convention was by Mike Thomas, a Dal- 
las cotton buyer. He spoke as a busi-

Clyatt of Georgia. Appeals to 
Highest Federal Court 


Congressman Brantley Makes Speech 
in Behalf of Clyatt—Outline 
of Brief Filed for Govern- 
ment by the Attorney 
General. 


Washington, December 1!3.—Arguments 
was begun today in the supreme court of 
the United States in the case of Samuel 
M. Ciyatt®ys. the Unfted Gtates, in 
which the court is called upon to deal 
With the question of peonage. Clyatt 
is a resident of Georgia who, in 1902, 
Was convicted in the federal courts of 
that state and sentenced to four years 
imprisonment at hard labor on the charge 
of having held two negro men in peon- 
age on account of debt, in violation or 
section 5,526 of the revised statutes, 

Agftorney William G. Brantley made 
the first presentation of tne case. Ae 
appe eet for Clyatt and claimed that 
the record falled to establish the faci 
that thé men were held in unlawful 
servitude, the apprehension being in the 
nature of.an arrrest. Senator Bacon 
also appeiired in the case for Clyatt, 
while Attorney General Moody will repre 
sent the government. 

The attorney general has filed a brief 
in which he says, in speaking of the 
importance of the case: 

“Immediately upon the certification of 
this case to the supreme court several 
of the district judges in the fifth cir- 
cuit in which numerous proseculions 
for violations of this regulation were 
pending, refusing to try any of the cases 
and postponed the same to await the de- 
cision @f this court. It is, therefore, 
quite evident that the executive arm of 
the law, far at least as the en- 
forcement of this statute {is concerned, 
is practicatty paraylized. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that several Uuited State 
courts hdve held this law to be con- 
stitutional, the government is powerless 
to compel its enforcement or observance, 
even in the most typical and flagrant 
cases. We fnink we may truthfully say 
that ufion.the decisipn of this case 
hangs the liberty of thousands of per- 
s0ns, mostly colored, it is true, who are 
now being held in a condition of invol- 


untary servitude in many cases worse

Raleigh, N. C., December !3.—(Spécial.) 
The supreme court today decided the 
very important case of the North Caro- 
lina corporation commission against the 
Atiantic Coast Line railroad, involving 
the power of the commission to require 
this railway to make connection with the 
Southern railway at Selma by putfing on 
an extra train. 

The suprerior court decided against the 
commission. The supreme court reverses 
this and holds that the commission has 


‘full power to compel railways, as public 


highways, to make connections’ with 
other lines, even !f an extra train has to 
be put on to do this. ? 

Another important decision is that in 
the State v. Vanfleet, involving the 
right of a labor union to refuse to work 
materials made by manufacturers em- 
ploying non-union men. 

The supreme court, Judge Connor de- 
livering the opening, quashed the bill, 
holding that it charged no criminal of- 
fense and holding further that the motive 
for the act was not violative of the pres- 
ent criminal laws.

Some idea of tlie progress so. far, 


made is gathered from the fact that. 
/this year’s Togo cotton crop required 
the employment of 8,300 natives for 
its cultivation and transportation to 
the coast. The product was upward 
of 1,000 bales of 500 pounds each, and 
the quality is said to have exceeded 
the better American kind This re 
sult, while it added but a little to 
the. world’s product, is considered 
valuablé both because it seems to 
demonstrate the ability of that par- 
ticular section of Africa to produce 
cotton, and also because it proves that 
the natives can be utilized for labor. 

' The:Germans have gone about this 
matter of cotton development with 
thoroughness characteristic of their 
race, A school has been established 
at Nuatschei for the study of cotton 
cultivation. It has fifty pupils and 
its course of study covers two years. 
The harvesting part of the course is in 
the hands of colored men from our 
southern states. An experimental 
farm and purchasing station for cot- 
ton have been established at Tove 
under the direction of missionaries, 
where experiments are made in grow- 
ing and crossing all kinds of cotton 
plants. Purchasing stations have also 
been established all along the line of 
the railroad with a view to making 
the delivery and shipment of cotton 
easy. | 

Steam gins are already in opera- 
tion in Tanga, Kilwa and Daressalaam, 
and will be introduced in considerable 
numbers in connection with the pur- 
chasing stations along the railroad, 
which is 143 miles long. In the ter. 
ritory of Daressalaam, evgry owner of 
a hut is required. to plant at least 
half an acre of cotton. This plan has 
resulted in the planting of upward cf 
2,000 acres, the natives willingly de- 
voting themselves to cotton growins. 

Consul General Peters notes, also, 
the efforts tn this same direction be- 
ing made by England, France, Bei- 
gium, Italy, Spain, Portugal and the 
Netherlands in their colonial posses- 
eions, The associations interested, and 
the several governments, are in con- 
tinual exchange of views, based upon 
their experiences. In commenting upon 
what is going on, Mr. Peters says: 
This must lead to important results 
which will, in no long time, influence 
the American market. The natura] ques- 
tion which presents itself is: What is 
America to do to hold her position as 
the first cotton-growing country in the 
world? After reviewing the steps that 
other nations are taking, there can be 
no question that this position is 
danger, perhaps not today or tomorrow, 
but certainly in the future, 

As if in answer to his own ques- 
tion, Mr, Peters says: “If not now 
doing it, it would seem that the United 
States must take a careful canvass of 


what the manufacturers of the world | 


require in the raw material, and then | 
bend every endeavor to satisfy them.” 

Noting the higher value of Egyptiar 
cotton in the European markets, and 
the reports of the secretary of agri- 
culture showing that Egyptian cot- 
ton has been experimented with in 
Georgia with encouraging results, he 
advises increase in the production of 
Egyptian cotton, particularly to an ex- 
tent necessary to meet the American 
demand for this particular brand. 

As The Constitution has frequently 
pointed out, the most necessary thing 
is for southern cotton growers to in- 


crease the productivity of each acre 


of cotton lands to the fullest possible 
extent. The fact that’ we have en- 
joyed a practical monopoly so long 
must not blind the cotton growers of 
America to the possibilities of compe- 
tition; nor should the fact of a tem- 
porary slump in prices discourage 
growers. First of all, the crop should 
be made just as cheaply as possible— 
that is, without waste of any kind; 
after that is done, every pound can 
be sold at a profit, for the world needs 
all the cotton it can get.

perhumerary who has no literary aspl- 


tively, he must throw a deal of en- 
special intelligence and tact, and give 
his personal attention and undivided 
time to the labor in hand. 

Many consuls make the mistake of 
imagining that their posts have mainly 
to do with the polite functions of di- 
plomacy.” Such a mistaken idea and 
the siesta proclivity have cost Ameéri- 
can commerce untold millions. A 
consul who is not a trade hustler 
should be recalled, and the place given 
to a man who can pave the way for 
the Yankee drummer, 

This is a commercial age. We have 
no consulships that we can afford to 
allow to be treated as asylums for au- 
thors or as sinecures or grafts of any 
kind. 

If the merit system wil] correct the 
old abuses, well and gdod. We need 
trained men, and not political adven- 
turers, in these foreign outposts of 
our trade.

Editor Constitution: The advice offered 
in a communication in your columns a 
day or two ago from Dr, W..H. White- 
head, of Atlanta, comprehends the real 
condition of the present cotton market 
and offers the solution. The doctor says: 

“Let the southern cotton farmer hold 
his staple off the market for only three 
months and there would be a panic among 
the bears. The farmer is not obliged to 
sell‘in January or lose; the gambler in 
January cotton is compelled to deliver in 
January or lose. Now who can stand it 
the better? 

“It ls a simple, plain, business proposi- 


tion. The cotton has been sold by a man, | 


or set of meh, who have not a bale on 
forcing the man who has the cotton to 
relieve him of his obligation by furnishing 
so much for January and so much for 
June, ete. It is a system of robbery 
known as ‘bearing’ and ‘bulling’’ the 
cotton market. The ‘bearing’ is always 
done in the fall of the year in order to 
get the cotton out of the farmer’s hands 
as cheaply as possible; then along ix 
the spring, when the spinners, specula- 
tors and sports have gotten the bulk of 
the crop, the ‘bulling’ is done and up she 
goes, It is a very pretty game, perfectly 
safe and ‘sure,’ at least it has been for 
years.”” . 

This advice should be reproduced in 
every paper in the cotton growing states 
and read and ‘pondered by ever man who 
has cotton to offer. Tha,advice cannot be 
too_strongly emphasized.

Why Not a Farmer's Exchange? 


Editor Constitution: If the present fight 
as vigorously as it has 


for their cotton. 

The fullness of time is at hand when 
the cotton growing farmers realize that 
the world is dependent on them, and that 
it is within their power to fix a fair price 
for cotton. 

If we succeed in molding public senti- 
ment in favor of the movement to ffx the 
price of the staple at 10 cents, with the 
cooperation of the southern cotton mills 
and banks, it will go a long ways towards 
accomplishing this end and completely 
overthrow the Wall street bears. The 
strength of public sentiment and determi- 
nation is greater than that of gold. 

I hope that the press will continue to 
publish conspicuously the proceedings of 
the conventions being held all over the 
southern states at this time in behalf of 
the farmer. The world requires more cot- 
ton each year, and why not the crop in- 
crease without the price decreasing? 

To my mind it would be a movement 
tn the right direction to organize a far- 
mers’ exchange hh the different southern 
states, with a head office at one of the 
mast prominent cities; for the purpose of 
controlling the price of cotton against 
the New York cotton exchange. The cot- 
ten could be sold only through these far- 
mers’ exchanges, charging a commission 
of 26 cents per bale, which would pay 
all-of the expenses for this purpose. In 
this way the cotton would be marketed 
through these exchanges and, when cot- 


ton is purchased for shipment abroad the 
southern farmers’ exchange would fix 


ithe price of the cotton. This plan, in con- 


nection with the one for building ware 
housés throughout the southern states, 
under the direction of the banks, and 
carrying cotton for the farmer, may be 
the solving of the problem.
